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Last winter Dr, Charles Waldstein, professor of archaeology in Cam 
bridge University, England, formerly of the faculty of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, and for several years director of the American 
School of Classical Study at Athens, made a tour of the United States 
for the purpose of organizing a society for the excavation of Heren- 
laneum, Ile econdueted his propaganda under the auspices of the Ameri 
can Inatitute of Archacology, delivered addresses before the local 
branches of that society in New York, Washington, Chicago and else 
Where, was cordially received at the White Tlouse, excited the sympathy 
and seeured the co-operation of the President and many other distin- 
wuished men, Tle made a tour of Kurope on the same errand and with 
the same suecess, The Ning of England, the President of France, the 
Kmperer of Germany and the King of Italy all promised their active 
co-operation, Which gave the movement greater strength, perhaps, than 
any similar undertaking ever acquired, All this was very necessary, 
however, beeause the scheme required the consent of the Ttalian partia 
ment and a large sum of money, estimated all the way from #500,000 to 
#2,000,000, Before the work can be attempted, however, it will be 
necessary to obtain the permission of the Ttallan government and pur 
chase the property of many residents of Resina, ‘This Dr, Waldstein 
expected to do and it is said that he secumed a sufleient mimber of sah 
seriptions to eaver the cost, Phe Wink of Thaly was willing to tawe the 
work done under the direction and at the expense of an international 
association, but through the dnfluenee of local archaeolowists the Ttalian 
parliament has rejeetod the proposition and on April 22 passed a resolu 
tion proposed by the minister of public inateuetion, declaring that the 
work should be done by the Thallans themselves, Th his speech the 
minister sald that his department would) ahidly aeeept any siawestiona, 
information and eontelbutions of money that amioht be made Dy foreion 
socletios ov individiialsa, but it would not allow aia foreign interference

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NEOCROLOGY OF ART 


Victor Hernatvom, a wood-engraver, died in Burvepe on Mareh 14, 
N07, Horm in Sweden (2 years ago, Mr, Hemmatvom firat went to London 
Where he waa on the atalf of the ''Graphie;’’ then coming to New York he 
heeame associated with Harper Arothera, Joining the Boelety of Amer 
oan Wood Rngavera he Waa a constant contributor and peeelved awarcda 
it the Chieage, Autfalo, and Bt, Leila Expoaitiona, Later he devated 
iia time to landaeape worl in color where hia subtle feeling for tone 
qiialities Waa given a wider fleld 

“ George FB, Author, N, A, the portralt painter, died at hia home near 
Croton Falla, Weateheater County, N.Y, in hia aeventioth year, He 
Waa an artiat of repute and had lived for many years abroad, having at 
different timea atudion in Rome, Capri, and Veniee, After atudying 
Art with Thomaa Hieka in the fifties he went abroad and atudied with 
Couture, the famout French artist, and returned to New Yorle shortly 
before the Civil War, He joined the Seventh Regiment the day before 
it left for Washington, April 19, 1861, and shortly after the return of 
the regiment he joined the regular army asa private and served in the 
Cavalry and artillery for a few montha, when he reeeived a commission 
in the Third Infantry, At Gettysburg, while in command of his company, 
he was shot in the right arm, which necessitated ita amputation above 
the elbow, Later he resigned from the service and took up his neglected 
art, having a studio in this city, in 1873 he was elected a National 
Acadeniician and painted here until 1874, when he went to Italy and 
remained there for a number of years, Upon his return to this country 
he again set up a studio here, Beenuse of illness he was not a contribu: 
tor to the exhibitions for several years. 
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# Professor Thomas S. Noble, for thirty-five years head of the Cincin- 
nati Art School, and well known as a painter, died in the Presbyterian 
Hospital, in New York. An operation, not serious in itself, was per- 
formed, but Professor Noble, owing to his advanced age, did not rally 
from the shock. Professor Noble was seventy-four years old. He was 
born in Lexington, Ky., and studied in Munich and Paris and in this 
country. Soon after his return to the United States he was selected by 
Nicholas Longworth, father of Representative Longworth, to head the 
Cineinnati Art School, of which Mr. Longworth was the founder. He 
remained in that place thirty-five years, retiring three years ago, when 
he went to Bensonhurst to make his home, During his long connection 
with the Cincinnati school Professor Noble was the teacher of many well 
known artists. 

“™ Henry Whelen, dy., president of the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine 
Arts, died at Clovelydale, his residence in Devon, He suffered from a 
eald which develaped inte pneumonia, which was complicated by an 
attack of pleurisy, My, Whelen was a patron of the musical, as well as 
the plastic Arts. For many years he had given his attention to the 
eallection af works of Art, Tle possessed one of the finest collections 
af Washington prints and acquired most af the Washingtoniana of his 
father-in-law, Washington &. Silos 

“™ George de Mave, the former Chicago artist, who loat hia life by jump 
ing fram his stucia on the fifth flaar of a bumming building in Kansas 
City, was a grandson af the eminent Chicago avtiat, the late George P 
\. Tlealy, Tle was well known in art eivelea, A native Chicagoan, Pro 
fessor de Mave was talen at an early age to Ruvepe, He waa educated 
ii Pavia and lived abvoad witil a few veara ago, On Ala return to tila 
eity he opened a atudio in the Lambert Tree Hullding, Novth State and 
Ovtavio atveeta, Chieage, THe asa won diatinetion aa a painter af por 
(valta, Tila Worle in patnting the portyaita af a nimber af Ohieage 
women galied fame for hin, Amoi those whose portiatta he palited 
here were Mia, Robert By Hall, Mia, Nettleton NefP and Mia, W, Beneat 
Waller, On the paternal aa well aa the maternal alde he tiherited 
AVtiatia talent, Wie Father, the late Mbivee de Mare, belne a noted Parte 
lan painter, Sinee Nis deelaion to male hia home in lie native land 
Professor cde Mare held varloia Peaponaible poaitiona in leading art in 
atitutiona of the eountey, For some veare prior to the death of lle 
wandimother, Mra, G, PL A, Healy, in 1905, the profession hie mother 
and alatera made thelr home at the Tlealy veaidenee, 56 Cedar atreet 
About two years ago he was appointed art diveetor in the Ranaaa City 
high sehool 

“ Howard Helmick, a genre painter and eteher of some ciatinetion, 
died at his home in New York on April 28 after a long illness, Te was 
born in Zaneaville, Ohio, in 18456, atudied art in Parise under Cabanel 
and at the Beole des Beaux Arts, and spent some of his beat years in 
Bneland, He was a member of the Royal Society of British Artiste 
and of the Royal Society of Painter-Ktchers, THe was one of the first 
to take ta color etehing, his illistrations having appeared in some of the 
leading publications, and one of his paintings, ‘The Emigrant’s Letter,’”’ 
is ineluded in the permanent collection of the Corcoran gallery,
